Cohn said the negroes, Joseph Stev 
enson, 25, of Kalamazoo, Mich., and 
Joe Chapm an, 22, of South Bend, kid­ 
napee him and Miss Kimball in South 
Bend and forced them to drive into 
Michigan. 
At Watervliet, Mich., Cohn 
jum ped from the ca r and ran down 
the street calling for help. 
T he ne­ 
groes fired. 
As Cohn parsed a restaurent young 
Moaer stepped outside to see w hat the 
trouble was. 
A bullet, aimed at Cohn, 
hit him. 
He died three 
hours 
later, 
shot 
through the head. 
C. H. Andrews, deputy sheriff, and 
W alter Kreitlow, of the state police, 
im m ediately started tracking the pair 
through the snow. 
For 14 miles they 
followed the tracks, finally capturing 
Stevenson and C hapm an 
in

field 
n ear H artford, east of W atervliet. Th" 
negroes surrendered without a fight. 
State police said they were not en­ 
tirely satisfied with Cohn's story of 
the kidnaping at South Bend.

said that when he and Miss Kimball 
cam e out of her hom e 
they 
found 
Stevenson and C hapm an seated in the 
car. 
The negroes, he said, displayed 
guns and ordered them to get into the 
front seat and drive into Michigan. 
At one place along the route they 
m ade Cohn stop and replenish his sup­ 
ply of gasoline, he said. 
At W atervliet they ordered Cohn to 
atop, and as he slowed the ear he 
jum ped and ran, leaving Miss Him 
ball in the machine.

Since that time there has 
been a continual increase.

Mr. Sheets urged all vehicle owners 
to get license plates as early as pos­ 
sible to avoid last m inute rushes such 
as have occurred in the past when 
between $500 to HOO plates were issued 
daily in the last few days. 
Purchasers of new cars must apply 
for licenses within seven days after 
the purchase is made. 
The half year 
rate will sta rt July I and the q u arter 
year rate will go into effect October I 
Class A pleasure cars, not over 1,000 
pounds car r ies a minim um license fee 
of $10. 
Any pleasure car over 1,000 
pounds comes in the B classification 
on which the m inim um 
license 
is 
$12.50. 
All pleasure cars are taxed at 
the rate of 2.4 per cent of the factory 
cost. 
The rate of depreciation is fig­ 
ured at IO per cent a year on the fac­ 
tory cost of any ca r until the m ini­ 
mum in its class is reached. 
The 
minim um then rem ains until the car 
Is dsiposed of or junked. 
Cards showing ow nership must be 
presented when the licenses are 
a p ­ 
plied for.
